FUA Board 
Meet With 
Prov. Cabinet 

C. J. Versluys of Champion, 
FUA director, District 12, attend¬ 
ed a meeting of the Central FUA 
Board in Edmonton early last 
week. / 

He reports many important mat¬ 
ters were dealt with. It was de¬ 
cided to accept the principles ad¬ 
vocated by the committee on farm 
organization. This committee, con¬ 
sisting of Arnold Platt, Leonard 
Nesbitt and Senator Donald 
Cameron, was set up by the Al¬ 
berta Federation of Agriculture to 
study the structure of farm or¬ 
ganizations in Alberta. The terms 
of reference, in broad principle, 
asked that recommendations for 
improvements be included in the 
report if such appeared in order. 

The FUA annual submission to 
the provincial cabinet was made 
Jan. 29, with the complete FUA 
Central Board attending. The brief 
contained requests for action on 
the following subjects: More ef¬ 
fective bonding of livestock dealers, 
broadening of market legislation 
and amendments to the Farm Ma¬ 
chinery Act. More realistic penal¬ 
ties for cattle rustling were dis¬ 
cussed as were crop insurance, ad¬ 
ditional soil testing facilities, high¬ 
way safety and railway line aband- 
ment. 

Mr. Versluys reports that a de¬ 
cision was reached to set up 
county teams across the province 
as rapidly as resources permit. 
Stewart Douglass of Vulcan is the 
director for Vulcan County.

Plebiscite On 
Hog Marketing 
Planned By FUA 

D. H. Galbraith and C. J. Ver¬ 
sluys attended an FUA-sponsored 
work shop on hog marketing in 

Edmonton, Jan. 30-31. 

Action Is being taken by the 
FUA executive to carry out the 
directive of the last provincial 
convention, that a hog marketing 
plebiscite be held in 1964. 

Similar action is contemplated 
by the Saskatchewan and Mani¬ 
toba Farm Unions. 

Mr. Versluys reports that a re¬ 
view and study of the hog market¬ 
ing industry indicates that early 
action by the hog producers is re¬ 
quired if they desire to retain con¬ 
trol of their industry, rather than 
being vertically integrated as has 
been the case of the producers of 
poultry. 

It appears that if current trends 
are allowed to continue, uninter¬ 
rupted, independent producers of 
market hogs will have been ef¬ 
fectively eliminated at an early 
date, he said. 

Study of the Restrictive Trade 
Practices Commission report re¬ 
veals that in 1958 only 14.4% of 
Canadian slaughter hogs were de¬ 
livered to the public market. There 
is no evidence that this trend is 
currently being arrested. 

A series of work shops and 
meetings will be held throughout 
the province to acquaint hog pro¬ 
ducers with all the ramifications 
both pro and co n aa to types. of 
action open to producers if they 
desire to retain control of an in¬ 
dustry that is facing the threat of 
being integrated by the large 
chain stores and others, Mr. Ver¬ 
sluys announced. 

Business uses advertising to 
maintain and increase its outlets 
for goods. Unless such outlets are 
maintained and increased, the in¬ 
come on which taxes are based will 
not be forthcoming.

WOODCHUCKS FIND 
HUMANS USEFUL 

The woodchuk, or groundhog, is 
a heavy, broad-headed, grizzled 
animal of the woods and fields and 
is found throughout Eastern Cana- 
ada, according to the Encyclopedia 
Americana. The replacement of 
wilderness by farmland has been 
a boon to the woodchuck. Meadows 
and gardens supply it with more 
and better food than Nature un¬ 
aided does, while the considerate 
human race also thins out such 
groundhog persecutors as wildcats, 
foxes, weasels, snakes and birds 
of prey.

The importance of English in the 
high school program is recognized 
by virtue of its inclusion in every 
year of the high school program. 
Beyond tjie high school level, as 
well, it is a required subject for 
all students, regardless of the 
field of study in which they are 
enrolled. 

It is acknowledged that English 
is in many respects pedantic, yet 
there is a pronounced movement 
towards fashioning the student’s 
study of English in such a way 
that it becomes a tool for creative 
expression. Within everyone there 
lies imaginative powers for which 
creative writing is the natural ex¬ 
pression. But just as mathematical 
tables are necessary for further 
study in mathematics, so too is the 
oft times tedious learning of ortho¬ 
graphy and grammatical principles 
requisite for all those who would 
attempt to communicate intelli¬ 
gently with their fellow man. 
However, once hurdled, this study 
becomes an invaluable aid in crea¬ 
tive expression. 

Just what do we mean by the 
term “creative expression?” Joseph 
Conrad, in just three sentences, ex¬ 
plained what it meant to him: 
“My task which 1 am trying 
to achieve is, by the power of 
the written word, to make you 
hear, to make you feel — it 
is, before all, to make you 
see. That — and no more, 
and it is everything. If I suc¬ 
ceed, you shall find there, ac¬ 
cording to your deserts, en¬ 
couragement, consolation, fear, 
charm — all you demand — 
and, perhaps, also that glimpse 
of truth for which you have 
forgotten to ask.” 

In furthering this aim a pro¬ 
gram of guided reading is also es¬ 
sential. This is book report week 
at school. The half-way mark has 
been reached in the leisure-reading 
program. Five more to go, and the 
quota of ten books will have been 
reached. From our library of some 
five thousand books, the students 
have a wide choice. However, 
selections are made within certain 
broad categories, and pupils are 


advised not to confine their read¬ 
ing to any one category. There is 
a wide field, ranging from science 
fiction to biography, from which 
they may choose. An appraisal of 
this integral part of the English 
course shows that the majority of 
students enjoy reading and also 
that good reading habits have been 
established.
